8 distinguished ph¥sician 

A well-known psvyvcnologist declares that fear is the most disinte- 
Brating enemy of hurnan personality. 

Obviously these scientific men are referring not to normal but 
to abnorma) fear. Normal fear is beth necessary and desirable. 
It is a mechanism designed for our protection. Without normal fear 
a@ person would be lacking in ordinary and sensible caution.

A doctor, in boyhood, developed a fear psychosis. It grew upon 
him until by the time he entered inedical school it was drawing 
off the ene: vies of his mind so much that it was only bv Herculean 
efforts that he was able to do his work. It put an abnormal strain 
on his eneigies which left him wedk and ineffective. 

Finally he consulted one of his medical teachers. 
physician, a wise and kindly man, directed the young student to a 
Healer who, as he cleverly said, “keeps office in the New Testament.” 

“I followed my teacher's suggestion,” he declared, “and that 
Physician gave me a medicine which made me well.” 


And what was this medicine? It was not a liquid in a 
bottle, nor was it compounded as a pellet, but it was in the 
form of words. It was that potent combination of words 
called a Biblical text. “For God hath not given us the spirit 
of fear; but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind.” 
(II Timothy 1:7.) 

“I took those words,” said the voung doctor. “I allowed 
them to sink deeply into my mind. Their healing potency pene- 
trated and infiltrated into my mind and in due course deliv- 
erance came, followed by a strange sense of peace.” 


But what is the “medicine” that is compounded in these words? 
One of the words is power. What power? The only power that can 
counteract fear is the power of taith. Faith is ordinarily thought of 
as theological, as the acceptance of a creed. 

But there is another meaning to faith. It is something alive and 
active. It is a vital substance like sunlight, like the violet ray, 
like the growth of our beings. Faith is not only theological, but also 
acts as a medicine. That is to say, it is a healing property for the 
mind, the soul, and often the body as well. 

By reason of its superior power, faith drives fear out.

The mind having been cleunsed, the center of infection heals 
rapidly until a norma! condition again prevails. This may be a 
curious way of describing the elfect of faith in the mind, but this 
concept of faith as a vital healing agent has worked for so many 
that its validity is proven. 

A prominent businessman came for an appointment. 
think I am losing my mind?” was his question. 

“You look rational enough,’ 1 rephed. “What makes you think 
you are losing your mind’” 

“Because I cannot make the simplest decisions,” he replied. 
“Throughout my business career I have handled matters of 
large importance and have made decisions affecting vast sums 
of money. But now the simplest and most seemingly unim- 
portant decisions cause me no end of struggle. 

“When finally | make a decision, 1 am haunted by the possibility 
I have decided incorrectly.

I GAVE him the following “prescription.”: 

“When you awaken in the morning before you arise, completely 
relax yourself. Stretch your arms out as far as possible, then allow 
them to fall limply on the bed. Do the same with your legs. Also 
practice opening and closing your eyes by letting your eyelids 
drop laxly. Relax your fingers. 

“Then conceive of your entire body as being inert, yielded to 

the bed. Completely let go. Allow all the tension to go out of you. 


“When you feel that you have accomplished this. close your 
eyes and pray: ‘God, | am going to get up now and go to the 
office. You are going with me, for You said, “1 am with you 
always.” 1 shall not be afraid all day long because You are 
with me. I shall have some decisions to make, but You will be 
with me, helping me, and the decisions will be made satisfac- 
torily because You will be there to guide me. 

“Next, I said. “go to your office and after lunch lie down, 
if you have a place to do so. If not, lean forward on your 
desk. Put your head on your hands. Again relax the body and 
having done so, pray, saying: 

“‘l ord. we had a wondertul morning together. We made some 
decisions and they are good decision because You were with me. We 
are forgetting them now and ! am not afraid, for You are with me.’ 

Finally, “Go to bed at a reasonable hour. Betore you get into 
bed, throw up the windows, fill the room with fresh air, take a 
half dozen deep breaths, inhale and exhale deeply, slowly. Deep 
breathing has a powerful effect in reducing tension. Then get into 
bed and again practice the formula of relaxation. 

“Then close your eyes and pray, ‘Lord, we had a great day to- 
gether. [ wasn't afraid because You were with me all day long. 
We made some decisions and they must be all right, for You helped 
me make them. Now You will be with me in the darkness to watch 
over me. The decisions are made. We shall let them stand, and 
we shall huve a great time tomorrow. 

“THEN TURN out the light and repeat these words: ‘He giveth 
His beloved sleep.’ Then go to sleep. Don't be afraid of anything. | 

On a sheet of paper | wrote “Spiritual Prescription” and outlined 
the above described process. A man with a great brain has the 
ability to be simple. | have never seén a first-class mind that could 
not be naive, simple and even childlike. An intellect that cannot 
react simply is not a first-class mind, no matter how profound a 
man may appear to be. This gentleman had a first-class mind. 

“Take that prescription three times a day for two weeks,” 

I said. “Then come back and see me.” 

Today he is a well man. His mind is clear. He is not 
afraid. He is in perfect control and is having the time of his 
life helping other people. 

A second ingredient in the medicine against fear is love. 
Love is the natural, naive, basic relation that a human being 

should have with God. When he does. he can move through tunis 
world unafraid.

He knows he can trust this semeone to protect him,

When our first child arrived, | was afraid to touch her, thinking 
she would break in pieces. I know now that they are not as fragile 
as they seem and have been convinced that a little rough treatment 
helps them. I was not quite so fearful of our second child. He 
was a little tougher than his older sister, but it was not until our 
third baby came that I was really released. 

I found great pleasure in tossing her high in the air. I did 
not toss her so far that I couldn’t catch her, but she always 
seemed to enjoy being tossed. As I threw her up, she would 
take a breath, and then as she came down, she would snuggle 
into my arms and laugh like a rippling brook, and then cry. 

“Do it again, Daddy.” 

I became amazed by the fact that apparently she had no 
fear. Children are said to have two basic fears—fear of falling 
and fear of loud noises: but she had no fear of being tossed. 

I think it was because instinctively she knew that the person 

tossing her loved her; therefore, she trusted him. 


“Perfect love casteth out all fear” in her, so she vielded herself 
to the fun and was perfectly relaxed.

WASHINGTON — (Pi —Defense 
officials now are deciding where 
and how a joint command post. to 
which the military chiefs would 
move if the Pentagon came under 
@ir attack, should be bui!t. 

The study is a part of a broad 
precautionary consideration of the 
entire questions of dispersing es- 
sential Governmen’ facilities if 


devastating air attack is threat-' 


ened or occurs in another war. 

The military phase of the dis- 
persal problem was undertaken by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff early in 
1948 and this preliminary study 
now has moved into the detailed 
planning stage. 

Indications of this was given by 
Defense Secretary Johnson in a 
letter to Sen. Wiley. Republican. 
Wisconsin, in which Johnson ,aid 
certain projects of the Joint Com 
mand Post Plan would require ap 
propriation of funds by Congress. 

The Defense Chief gave no in 
dication of the eventual cost or 
probable location of the Combined 
Command Post for the Army, 
Navy and Air Force. 


However, from known military 
thinking and on the basis of under 
ground posts used during World 
War II, it is evident the project is 
complex. Here are some of the 
angles that must be considered: 


It may not necessarily be lo- 
cated in a mid-continent area or 
some mountain region far removed 
from Washington. This is because 
communication links with a com- 
mand post are vital. Easy access 
to existing telephone and telegraph 
lines, preferably trunk lines un- 
derground, is desirable. Natural 
caverns or mines, with thick over- 
head protection, would be useful 
and cut down construction cost. 
These two features exist in the Ap- 
palachian Mountain range, part of 
which is within 50 miles of Wash- 


ington.

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Taxes and Pressure Groups 


Taxes will be one of the liveliest issues 
before the next session of Congress. 

Mr. Truman sometime ago estimated 
the deficit for the current fiscal vear 
would run to about $5,500,000,000. It may 
go higher. 

Georgia’s share of a $5,500,000,000 defi- 
cit would be about $77,000,000, or almost 
three-fourths of what the State govern- 
ment spends in a year. 

The public is becoming increasingly 
concerned, particularly that such a big 
deficit should be incurred at a time when 
business is godd and employment at a high 
level. If we let the Government debt pile 
up at such a rate what will we do if less 
prosperous times should bring about gen- 
uine need for Government spending to 
provide employment? 

The President has indicated he would 


ask for more taxes in January. But pre- | 


vailing sentiment among Congressmen, 
including Georgia’s Sen. Walter George, 
favors a reduction in taxes instead. Sen. 
George has suggested that the wartime 
excise taxes be eliminated or reduced as 
a spur to business. In that way, he rea- 
sons, greater incomes will provide the 
revenue needed to balance the budget 


with present, ér lower, tax rates. 

Even now the House Ways and Means 
Committee staff is working on a tax re- 
vision measure under the direction of 
Chairman Robert Doughton, of North 
Carolina. Rep. Doughton says indications 
point to a downward rather than an up- 
ward revision. 

Several Congressmen have indicated 
they would introduce bills in January to 
lower taxes. _ 

Business groups, fearing greater taxes 
might slowly strangle business activity, 
have suggested budget cuts ranging from 
$6,000,000,000 te $10,000,000,000. 

It is one thing, however, to set a limit 
to what the national budget ought to be, 
and quite another to find some means of 
persuading Congress to stay within that 
limit. The difficulty comes in deciding 
where to economize. Congressmen, even 
those genuinely in favor of less spend- 
ing, find themselves pressured into this 
and that project, often by the same groups 
which are most articulate in voicing econ- 
omy demands. 

We won’t get less spending until the 
people become sufficiently aroused to out- 
pressure the pressure groups. 


The Law Is No Respector... ? 


Why does it take a vote of the entire 
State Game and Fish Commission before 
a warrant can be served on the son of 
the Solicitor General of Long County? 

If there is reason to believe that this 
or any other person has violated the law, 
the warrant ought to be served as a mat- 
ter of course. 

And if, as District Ranger Chief J. J. 
Brown charged, the Solicitor General has 
threatened reprisal, then it will become 
a matter of concern to the proper offi- 
cials when and if such reprisal is at- 
tempted. 


We noted that at the same session at 
which the Commission instructed Chief 
Brown to make this arrest it was reported 
138 cases were made last month for game 
and fish law violations. Presumably these 
were ordinary citizens without any po- 
litical attachments. Did the Commission 
hold special meetings to pass on each of 
those cases? 

The ordinary citizen, who is promptly 
arrested, haled into court and fined, can- 
not be blamed for becoming cynical about 
law enforcement when he sees such ap- 
parent obeisance to political power. 


Gainesville Meets Its Obligations 


GREEN HUNTER CAN NOW REST 
IN PEACE. 

That was the caption of an editorial 
in the current Gainesville News discuss- 
ing the decision by the City of Gainesville 
to assume responsibility for the operation 
of Northwestern Institute, a Negro school 
which has served a splendid purpose for 
the past 40 years. 

“Green Hunter was a colored preacher 
who preached and taught throughout this 
section for many years,” explains the 
News. “In his early lifetime there were 
few Negro schools in North Georgia 
and none above grammar school grade. 
Through his leadership the Negro Bap- 
tists of North Georgia founded North- 
western Institute on East Myrtle Street 
and successfully operated the Institute 
for some 40 years, providing education 
for colored children throughout this sec- 
tion of Georgia. ... But the day of district

denominational schools has passed with 
the State and cities providing more and 
better grammar and high school facilities 
for Negroes in their communities. ... Of 
the 127 students presently enrolled, only 
two are from outside the city of Gaines- 
ville and none from outside’ the county.” 

And so Gainesville’s Board of Educa- 
tion is assuming operation of the institu- 
tion, using it as the basis for an expanded 
Negro school program in that progressive 
city. 

We join with the News in commend- 
ing the action which assures that Green 
Hunter’s work, the advancement of his 
race, will continue. And we respectfully 
suggest that, in the knowledge that their 
community is fulfilling its responsibility 
to its youth—black and white—Gaines- 
ville’s conscientious citizenry, even as 
Green Hunter, will rest a little more 
peacefully.

After the beating the party took in the 1948 presidential election, mark- 
a period of 16 years, the outcome of the most recent 


balloting came as a further stunning blow. The much-battered old GOP elephant is a sicker critter 


than ever. 

What is disconcerting to Republicans about 
the latest election is that it forces a reappraisal 
of the line of political strategy which leaders had 
mapped out for the 1950 Congressional campaign, 
now in the offing. Under the new leadership of 
Chairman Guy Gabrielson the Republican Na- 
tional Committee had hit upon a program of go- 
ing all out in its opposition to the welfare meas. 
ures put forward by the Truman Administra- 
tion. There was to be no more “Me tooism” in 
the GOP line or attack. The “welfare state” was 
a ierm the Republicans coined to define the issue 


New York, a pivotal and populous State. 
was selected as a proving ground for the 
new GOP strategy because of the special 
election there to fill the unexpired term of 
the veteran Sen. Robert F. Wagner, who re- 
signed due to illness. The Republicans 
brought forth their biggest guns to boom the 
issue of “stateism” and the “welfare state” 
in support of the party candidate, Sen. John 
Foster Dulles, who had been appointed to the 
vacancy by Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 


Democrats were quick to accept the challenge. 
President Truman himself delivered a speech in 
behalf of the Democratic candidate, former Gov. 
Herbert Lehman. Other Administration stalwarts 
such as Atty. Gen. McGrath and Secretary of 
Labor Tobin stumped the State in support of 
Lehman. 


The issues of the campaign were confined 
entirely to the Administration’s domestic pro- 
gram, since Senator Dulles had been a staunch 
supporter of the Truman foreign policy. The 
question presented to the people was whether 
the Government is to go forward with the vari- 
ous welfare measures that have constituted the 
main features of the New Deal and Fair Deal 
programs—social security, unemployment bene- 
fits, public housing, farm price supports and the 
like. 


On that issue, which was clear cut in the 
New York election, Governor Lehman won han- 
dily. And to indicate that the New York Sena- 
torial contest was no isolated test of strength, the 
Democrats won even more decisively in a num: 
ber of important municipal elections in key cities 
like Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Louis. 
ville and Syracuse. To balance off the picture 
they picked up an additional Congressional seat 
in San Francisco which formerly had been held 
by a Republican. 

As a result, the question is now being asked 
by many thoughtful Republicans, Where does this 
leave the party? There had been a new tendency 
of the past on “me too” campaigns, wherein 
much of the Democratic program was embraced 
to blame their successive national election defeats 
but with the GOP candidates promising to ad- 
minister it better. 

Now that the challenge has been squarely met, 
with the Republican candidate again emerging 
as the loser, GOP strategists are asking them- 
selves: Where do we go from here? 


The outlook is not very bright for the 
Republicans. Most impartial observers 
seemed to be agreed that the returns from 
the Nov. 8 election bede no good for the 
GOP in next year’s battle for the control 
of Congress. If there is any change in the 
political trend it is usually reflected in these 
off-year elections. What is indicated is that 
the Democrats are stronger today than they 
were a year ago, when President Truman 
won his startling upset victory. 


Between now and the time the 1950 campaign 
gets under way the Republican High Command 
will have to take new stock of the situation. 
The dilemma is that the party has experimented 
with both lines of attack and has lost with equal 
facility on each. That explains the new gloom 
that is thickening the atmosphere around GOP 
headquarters here. 


i 1 Chapter Two 
On Segregation 


This is Chapter Two of a discussion. 
quires a brief introduction: 

’ On yesterday I tried to express an‘opinion. It 
was that the Supreme Court of the United States had announced 
on Nov. 7 it would render a decision on segregation in education. 
Despite that fact, none of the Southern papers had discussed it. 
This I believe unfair, if typical of a natural, human desire not to 
talk about what is unpleasant. 

But it Is so enormously important to the South, because of our 
population facts, that we-will do ourselves a great disservice if 
we do not discuss it and think about it and recognize we are mov- 
ing toward what might be a decision which would be of tremendous 
impact on us. 

For more than 160 vears the Federal Government has been aid- 
ing public education. There are more than 150 congressional bills 
providing such grants-in-aid. Some of the samples are: land for 
land-grant colleges, school lunch programs, funds to pay for vet- 
— education and so on. 

et none of the 150 bills has been a direct or continui al 
from the Federal Government to the States. ee 

The whole theory of Goverfiment aid has been, and is, even in 
the direct aid bills before Congress, that local control should apply 
to education within the States. All the Supreme Court decisions 
of the past which have impinged upon this problem have sustained 
the theory of local control. 


It re 


There is a very good chance, of course, the Suprame 
Problem Court may again rule that the States may Pe gee 
rate school systems, but there is no chance at all it will allow dis- 
criminations to continue. 

In the first chapter I expressed this opinion, too. It was that 
this is a chicken which may come home to roost. We established 
our own laws which say, specifically, that we are to have separate, 
but equal, school facilities. We have not done it. We have allowed 
to exist the grossest sort of inequalities in buildings, equipment 
services and salaries. Not only that, but when a suit is filed to 
require the State to carry out its own laws, made without any 
Federal interference or Negro participation, we make plans to 
fight it. This means we actually are defending substandards and 
our own admitted violation of our own laws. In other words. we 
are saying to the Supreme Court that not only do we discriminate 
but we intend to keep on doing so and will defend our right to 
discriminate with our courts. This will not stand up in court. ‘Our 
case—the South’s case—before the courts would be stronger if we 
could say we are trying to equalize facilities and salaries. 

What I am trying to do is, not to argue pro or con, the right or 
wrong, but to create some understanding of what we are up against. 

Therefore, it must be said that the argument which says the 
Negroes pay too few taxes, in some counties about one percent of 
the tax total, is quite true, but not applicable. When we—not the 
Federal Government—wrote our laws saying we would have sepa- 
rate but equal schols, we didn’t put it on a basis of tax payments. 
We couldn’t do it anyhow. Many people with no children at all 
nevertheless pay school taxes. So the truthful statement that many 


Negroes, especially those in rural counties. pay little or no taxes is 


not germane, however truthful. 
Our own laws, self made, say separate but equal. 

We are in trouble only because we have discriminated, and 
still discriminate.

: If the Court rules against segregation in education it 
Meaning would cause an immediate flurry of violent talk, or 
worse. But the law would remain. 

Insofar as the grammar grades are concerned, there would not 
be much trouble. With, of course, some exceptions. There is little 
mixing of the races in schools in the East. There the districts are 
so arranged as to population that most schools are dominantly white 
or colored. The problem in high schools would be more acute, 
but there the South would work out its problem by having one or 
two schools on a nonsegregated basis and districting others. 

It is quite possible, too, that in many areas agreement could be 
reached to retain the segregated systems. Should the court rule 
against the present system it would disrupt the Negro system and 
cost many Negro teachers their jobs. So in many areas calm heads 
on both sides undoubtedly would work out an agreement which 
would have no legal standing, but which would have validity as 
long as both parties kept the agreements. 

The colleges would really give little trouble, for at least a good. 
many years. Most college student bodies have indicated, by straw 
votes, they would not be in opposition to receiving Negro students 
on the graduate level. There would be violent exceptions, of course. 
but it could be worked out. 

It will be a Godsend to both races if the ruling is delayed for 
a while. 

Again, let me say, I am not arguing. I am personally hopeful 
the decision will be delayed. But what I mar tevin to ~ as 
earnestly as I/can, is to urge the citizens and the leaders in all 
communities to understand the Court is going to rule. It may rule 
for the system, minus its inequalities. But it may, because of our 
discriminations, rule against us. 

If it does we do not want it to be greeted «with violence and 
empty anger, but with intelligence and with planning. We owe 
that much to our State. 

I know it is not pleasant to discuss unpleasant facts. But we 
can’t be always Scarlett O’Hara, saying, “I’ll think about that to- 
morrow.

GOP and the Political Trend

with a broom. 


It has been fairly well demonstrated now, too—and last week's 


elections offered the latest bit of proof—that Republicans can’t stop a trend, as it 

| is called in politics, by shouting and shaking their fists and calling names and 

: raising up bugaboos that just don’t frighten the American people, who are a sens- 

ible sort. This trend, which has been going on now for some years, is the very simple thing of 
people wanting to get more of the er things which our American productive system—agricultural 


and industrial—can provide and, a 


the same time, wanting to be protected from the inevitable 


periodic adversities inherent in such a complex system and in human beings, themselves, such as 


illness, unemployment and old age. 


Government has come to be a sort of gov- 
ernor in the mechanical sense of that word 
to keep the delicate productive machine in 
balance, to conserve and develop our natural 
resources, which belong to all of us, so that 
all can share ig their use, to see that, tn 
many ways, the strong do not take advantage 
of the weak, and the like. 


Natural human impulses can, of course, get 
out of hand. Everybody can demand too much 
and combined pressures could in time, if en- 
couraged by government, create an all-powerful 
government that might become the master rather 
than the servant, as Republicans point out. Also, 
as they point out, restraints are needed always. 


The tragedy of what has happened to the 
Republican Party is that it is getting into a posi- 
tion where it cannot operate effectively as a re- 
straining force such as is essential for a second 
major party under our system. It has lost public 
confidence. 

This, it 1s suggested, is because it has taken 
such a negetive attitude in Congress as a party 
in its now many long years out of power, desnite 
moderately progressive platforms and presidential 
candidates during that time. It has consequently 
become identified by a majority of the public as 
“i gin’’ necessary adjustments and changes which 
it is the function of Congress to make, even 
though this is not the attitude of so many Re- 
} ublicans in and out of Congress. 


In the last few months the most conservative 
element of the party has raised the loudest voice 
to the public. It has called for an all-out attack 
on the proposed reforms of the Truman Fair Deal 
“which are neither new nor revolutionary. This is 
not even an honest attitude, and it distinctly is 
not fair to the party, itself. For when you break 
down.the program, which is called “statism,” into 
its component parts you find that many indivi-

dual Republicans in Congress, and some outstand- 
ing leaders such as Sen. Taft, of Ohio, have not 
only voted for some of the measures—housing, 
minimum wage, Federal aid to education, Social 
Security expansion—but have actually sponsored 
them. 

Senator John Foster Dulles, the Republican 
candidate in New York, took that. “all-out” line. 
It didn’t work, whatever else might have been 
involved in his defeat. Now, following the elec- 
tions, you find three divisions of counsel in the 
party as to future strategy. 

One group calls foi continuation of this all- 
out attack. Another calls for formulation of a 
moderately progressive program that will become 
a party program in Congress. A third looks for a 
man who can win, a personality so engaging that 
principles and policies will be submerged in the 
glow. Accordingly, a boom is starting for Gen- 
eral Dwight D. Eisenhower, who meets the speci- 
fications. That this is catching on is indicated 
by his top rank in the Gallup Poll among 1952 
Republican prospects. 

That might, do the trick—if the President of 
Columbia University decides to recant on his 
famous statement of renunciation last year. 


There is a chance, of course, that this 
might not be eneugh. Some sort of reforma- 
tion from within the party may be necessary. 
It might have to he drastic to gain the very 
simple objective, which is to get a majority 
of the people to believe that the Republican 
Party, as a party, will actually carry out a 
program in keeping with the times, even 
though a restrained, moderate program .in 
line with its philosophy. 


Some man or group of men who could do this 
for the party would deserve not only the thanks 
of their party, but of the nation. 

We can’t afford to become a one-party coun- 
try.

Gen. Smith and Coming of the War 


NEW YORK—The memories of his three years behind the eight-ball, composed by Lt. Gen. Wal- 
ter Bedell Smith, our Ambassador in Moscow until last March, are one book in the long confessional 


shelf that I will not waste my eyes nor any man-hours on. 


and the run-around. What else did he expect? 


The critical hour in this man’s life was Pearl 
Harbor. He was a Colonel and Secretary of the 
General Staff under George Marshall, Chief of 
Staff. It will be recalled that after Pearl Harbor 
Roosevelt whipped up a “directive” appointing a 
commission under Owen J. Roberts, a Justice of 
the Supreme Court, to determine whether “any 
derelictions of duty or error of judgment on the 
part of Army ov Navy personnel” contributed to 
the horror. They brought in a report which was 
just what Roosevelt wanted. They held Admiral 
Husband E. Kimmel and Lieutenant General 
Walter C. Short guilty of dereliction. 


By the limitations of the “directive” they: 
could not say whether Roosevelt himself. 
Stimson or Knox had been even more guilty 
because they were civilians. And they point- 
edly did not determine what had been the 
conduct of General George Marshall, the 
Chief of Staff; Admiral Harold R. Stark, the 
Chief of Naval Operations; Col. Smith and 
others stationed in Washington. 


What has Smith to do with this? 

1 refer to a book, “Pearl Harbor, the Story of 
the Secret War.” by George Morgenstern, pub- 
lished by Devin-Adair. of New York, in 1947. 
This is a great historical record. It has never been 
faulted in any important particular although a 
few minor errors might reasonably be expected 
because Morgenstern did an enormous work of 
searching out, studving and elucidating the delib- 
erately tangled and often contradictory record, 
Every charge is supported beyond challenge bv 
the record of subsequent investigation and testi- 
niony. The volume and confusion were such, how- 
ever, that the public could not grasp it all. That 
is why the book is a priceless compendium. 

“It was clear to President Roosevelt on the 
night of Dec. 6 (Satuday night), that war was at 
hand,” Morgenstern wrote. “The story of Roose- 
velt's response to the first 13 parts of the Japa- 
nese reply to Hull's counter-proposals was finally 
told to the Congressional Committee on Feb. 15. 
1946, by Comdr. L. R. Schulz, Assistant Naval 
Aide at the White House in the closing months 
of 1941. For four years, no one had ever sought 
out Schulz or tried to learn what went on at the 
White House the night before the attack. On Feb. 
12. 1946, Senator Ferguson succeeded in having 
Schulz called as a witness. It developed that 
about 9:30 p. m.. Dec. 6, Schulz “unlocked” a 
pouch and gave Roosevelt an important message 
from the Navy Department which he, Schulz had 
been warned to expect. 

Roosevelt read it and exclaimed: “This means 
War.” 

“From Schulz's account,” Morgenstern contin- 
ues, “it is known that Roosevelt reached for the 
telephone and tried to get Admiral Stark.” 

Stark was at the theater and Roosevelt de- 
cided not to have him paged lest the public be 
alarmed. In Hawaii, Kimmel and Short were sit- 
ting with a third-rate alert in force, forbidden to

take all-out precautions lest they alarm the 
public. 

“What went on at the White House and among 
the officials of the Government and of the Army 
and Navy High Commands that night is a mys- 
tery which still awaits solution,” Morgenstern 
continues. “The night of Dec. 6 was the most im- 
portant in their lives. It is almost inconceivable 
that the witnesses still alive.can have forgotten 
what happened. But General Marshall and Ad- 
miral Stark repeatedly testified under oath that 
they cannot remember. They had absolute know!l- 
edge that war was at hand. Yet they professed 
not to be ale to recall -where they were, what 
they did and whom they saw. 

“At 9 a. m., Dec. 7, Capt. Kramer delivered 
the complete 14-part Jap message to Stark. After 
reading it, the Admiral is supposed to have ex- 
claimed: ‘My God! This means war. I must get 
word to Kimmel at onee.’ He did not do so. He 
spent 2'% hours trying to get General Marshall. 
It was not until 11:58 a. m., that they drafted 
the message to be sent to Short. Stark made no 
effort to communicate with Kimmel. 

“Marshall had no recollection of having left 
his quarters at Fort Myer. He insisted that the 
first 13 parts of the Japanese message were not 
brought to his attention on Dec. 6. 

“The Army Board of Inquiry makes clear in 
its report that Gen. Smith was indifferent or 
derelict in the handling of the 13-part Jap mes- 
sage on the night of the sixth. Smith's behavior 
was the more incomprehensible, the Board em- 
phasized, because it was utterly clear to all re- 
sponsible officers-by Dec. 6 that war was close at 
hand. » Nees 


“When the decoded Jap messages indicat- 
ting immediate hostilities ‘reached G-2 not 
later than 9 o’clock the evening of Dec. 6,’ 
the report states, ‘it was Smith in whose 
hands they were placed. This intercepted in- 
formation was transmitted at once to Smith 
by Colonel Bratton with a warning as to its 
extreme importance. What did Smith do? He 
did nothing. 


“The Army Board's report states: ‘Action by 
the War Department would have been sufficient 
to alert the Hawaiian Department. It was in pos- 
session of information which was the last clear 
chance to use the means available to meet the 
attack. It had the background of the full de- 
velopment of the Japanese preparation for war 
and its probable date.’”’ 

Four years later, nevertheless, Smith. alreadv 
having served as Eisenhower's Chief of Staff, was 
sent to Russia as Ambassador. But, “Colonel 
Bratton and Colonel Otis T. Sadtler, also on duty 
in the War Department in December, 1941, are 
still colonels in minor posts despite the fact that 
the Army Board singled them out for ‘interest 
and aggressiveness in trying to have something 
done.’ Smith was given promotions while they 
were consigned te oblivion.”

An Airlift for Tito? 


WASHINGTON—A new airlift to Yugoslavia may be started 
if Soviet-inspired guerrillas attack Marshal Tito. 

Diplomatic authorities here say Tito plans to build up his cargo 
planes and start new air routes to Rome and Paris—just in case. 

That is why the State Department has lifted the ban on ship- 
ment of commercial airliners and civil aviation supplies to Yugo- 
slavia. 

American ambassadors to the Iron Curtain countries urged this 
step at their recent mass meeting in London. 


RED COMRADESHIP—Russian officials are adopting an air of 
wise-cracking comradeship toward foreigners that is surprising 
some American observers. 

Typical was the affable and informal way visitors and news- 
papermen were greeted to the Russian embassv' reception mark- 
ing the thirty-second anniversary of the Red Revolution. 

Someone interrupted Foreign Minister Vishinsky in the midst 
of a bit of repartee and said abruptly: 

“I suppose Soviet Russia will be planning an invasion of Mars 
any day now?” 

Replied Vishinsky laughingly: “No, indeed, Mars is on our side.” 

In the past Vishinsky and other Soviet officials have been 
known to greet such pointed remarks with curt, ploof and stone- 
faced silence. 


DISPERSAL—Watch for new signals to be issued by the Fed- 
eral Government soon on dispersal of new defense plants. 

National Security Resources Board experts are now preparing a 
detailed statement of policy in locating industries of war im- 
portance. They say it will be released shortly. 


CHOP TAXES—tTreasury tax experts are swinging over to Con- 
gress’ idea of chopping excise taxes next year. 

The department's legislative experts have in the works proposals 
to cut down excise taxes on transportation, communications and 
retail store items totaling almost $800,000,000. 

However, top officials say the Treasury will also recommend a 
moderate tax increase in line with President Truman's plan for 
raising taxes. 

Biggest boost is planned for the corporate tax level which would 
raise taxes on corporations, at least tentatively, from 38 percent 
to 44 percent. 

Experts estimate this would siphon off from corporation profits 
another $1,500,000,000 for the government. 


DOSSIERS—Munitions Board experts are collecting secret dos- 
siers on possible war-plant saboteurs. They call it a central se- 
curity file. , 

Their aim: To fight a possible organized 
campaign in event of war. 


COMPLAINT—American cities are complaining to government 
officials that municipalities now are receiving only eight percent 
of the U. S. tax dollar.

Belgians Observe 
All Saint's Day 


BRUSSELS, Belgium—Death was made 
beautiful on Nov. 1. All the cemeteries in 
Belgium were gardens in full bloom, flow- 
ers in arrangements brought by the living 
to honor those gone before. It was All 
Saints’ Day, followed by Nov. 2, the Day of the Dead. 


Banks closed and stores big 
and small. Toussant (all saints) 
was certainly a day without 
work. It was tighter than a 
Sunday, because many small 
shops stay open on the Lord’s 
Day. This is neither prohibited 
by the Catholic Church or the 
civil laws. The Sunday law does 
not forbid a person working for 
himself. It merely declares that 
no one employed shall work on 
Sunday except in essential jobs, 
or as domestics. Many Belgians 
live on the premises of their 
businesses and are ready to sell 
any time you ring the front door 
bell. 

On Nov. 1 there was not a per- 
son on the streets without a bou- 
quet. It was something like our 
Decoration Day. Parades, music, 
flowers. The cemeteries are not 
as attractive, as artistic, as ours. 
But more interesting. For on a 
large number of grave are the 
a under glass in frames of 
he persons buried. If it was not 
sad it would be amusing. Any- 
way it allows you to get very 
friendly with the dead when 
your eyes look into theirs of the 
photos. 

A lot is only big enough for 
one coffin, but the owner can 
dig as deep as he pleases and 
put one above another.

New Mine Makes History at Hartwell 


HARTWELL—tThis thriving 
Northeast Georgia town may be- 
come the mecca for persons from 
afar, and all because of mica. 


A mica mining project. the first 
of its kind in Georgia. has begun 
operations near Hartwell. 

The process took nearly two 
years to perfect at a cost of ap- 
proximately $300.000 to the Funk- 
houser Company of Maryland 
which operates the mince. 

The mine is not processing the 
ordinary sheet mica. or lumps, but 
billions of tiny. shiny. particles 
that fill the earth. 

The “poor man's gold” 
living up to its name _ because, 
with the increased employment, 
thousands of extra. dollars will 
pour into workers’ pockets. The 
new plant already is foscusing na- 
tion-wide attention to Hart County. 

Although there are a number of 
mica mines operating in the State, 
the special processing system used 
bv the new plant here is report- 
ed to be one of the first in the 
nation. 

It is said that the supply of 
mica at this one location in Hart 
County is sufficient to last 300 
years. 

The plant using the placer 
system of mining with the aid of 
“spirals.” An engineer who visit- 
ed the mine recently declared, “I 
never thought I'd see a spiral in 
Georgia.” 

The present Funkhouser plant 
is called a “pilot” plant. Me- 
Connell. General Manager, said. 
He added that as soon as “all 
the kinks" are worked out a huge 
new plant will be supplemented at 
a cost of khendreds of thousands 
of dollars, and produce mica 1n 
terms of many carloads per dav. 

Officials explained the byprod- 
ucts of mica are white sand and 
quartz which are used bv plas- 
terers, glassmakers. and in the 
manufacture of copper.

' Phenothiazine gets most of them 
'(see directions on the individual 
'package), but some of the worms 
require additional treatment with 
‘nicotine sulphate and copper sul 
phate. There is a remedy called 
'‘Trol which contains all of these. 
Many reputable firms manufac- 
ture worm remedies and they can 
usually be had from veterinary 
supply houses. drug stores. or feed 
stores. Your County Agent or vo- 
cational teacher can advise vou 
further. 

The big thing to remember 
that so long as your animals are 
infested with worms they will not 
make the best use of their intake 
of feed. they will not make the 
most gains nor Iet down the most 
milk of which they are capable. 
Moreover, they are more suscep- 
tible to other diseases because of 
their weakened condition. Young 
animals, in particular, are crip- 
pled by the internal parasites. 

Remember. it is the farmer, and 
the farmer only, who loses when 
the animals die from disease.
